YOUR  PRESIDENT 

As  I begin  penning  this  message 
I am  seated  in  a departure  lounge 
at  the  Winnipeg  Airport  awaiting 
the  departure  of  a Northwest  Air- 
lines flight  which  will  deposit  me 
in  Milwaukee  for  the  special  July, 
20  meeting  of  the  general  member- 
ship - a meeting  necessitated  by 
the  theft  of  Secretary  Betty  Fin- 
ner's  records  at  our  annual  con- 
vention last  May. 

The  two  primary  orders  of  bus- 
iness to  be  disposed  of  at  the 
neeting  are  the  tabulation  of  the 
1975  board  election  results  and 
a consideration  of  the  proposed 
changes  in  the  NOW  Constitution 
and  By-Laws.  Detailed  reports  on 
these  two  agenda  items  will  be 
published  in  November  NOW  News. 

This  quick  trip  to  Milwaukee  - 
1 will  be  leaving  for  a return 
flight  to  Winnipeg  shortly  follow- 
ing the  meeting  --  interrupts  a 
near  three  week  journey  which  will 
cave  included  major  stops  at  Colo- 
rado Springs  (A.N.A.  Summer  Semin- 
ar), Calgary  (C.N.A.  25th  Annual 
Convention)  and  Winnipeg  for  a 
visit  to  the  new  Royal  Canadian 
Vlint  which  was  recently  activated 
in  this  city.  The  last  stop  will 
oe  realized  upon  my  return  here 
following  the  NOW  meeting. 

The  journey  got  underway  about 
aid-morning  on  July  4th  when  I 
aosed  the  Olds  out  of  Iola  with  my 
laughter  Sheila  and  Krause  Publi- 
cations photographer  Dave  Heise  as 
oassengers.  Our  objective  was 
Colorado  Springs  and  the  seventh 
annual  A.N.A.  Summer  Seminar  where 
Cave's  services  had  been  enlisted 
as  instructor  for  the  photography 
course . 

Our  initial  routing  was  East, 
aowever,  as  there  were  more  pass- 


engers to  bring  on  board  at  Apple-- 
ton;  Kurt  and  Kathy  Krueger,  plus 
Steve  Helms.  Kurt  was  enrolled  in 
the  counterfeiting  course  at  the 
seminar  and  Steve,  the  first  re- 
cipient of  a Seminar  Scholarship 
sponsored  by  our  Wisconsin  Young 
Numismatists  affiliate,  had  elected 
to  dig  deeper  into  the  controver- 
sial subject  of  coin  grading. 

I was,  as  you  might  say,  along 
for  the  ride.  It  was  my  intention 
to  wander  from  class  to  class  and 
obtain  a feel  for  the  seminar.  The 
visit  was  certainly  overdue,  as  we 
at  Krause  Publications  had  no  first 
hand  exposure  to  the  Seminar  al- 
though we  had  annually  sponsored  a 
scholarship  for  junior  attendance 
since  providing  the  initial  impetus 
for  this  program  4 years  earlier. 

Heading  south  on  4l , we  picked 
up  151 , our  route  for  the  remainder 
of  the  day,  and  headed  southwest- 
erly by  Steve's  home  town  of  Beaver 
Dam,  through  Madison  and  then  on  to 
Dubuque  and  then  Cedar  Rapids,  our 
destination  for  the  evening.  Before 
departing  Wisconsin  I shifted  seats 
with  Kurt,  but  he  soon  turned  the 
wheel  back  after  one  of  Iowa's  fin- 
est caught  him  slightly  over  the 
posted  55  limit.  Kurt  never  did 
level  with  us  on  the  cost  for  the 
deed,  but  did  indicate  that  the 
cash  he  dropped  in  a mail  box  dur- 
ing a short  escorted  jaunt  into  An- 
amosa  would  have  bought  about  eight 
pretty  nice  Civil  War  Tokens. 

The  next  day  was  a long  one  as 
we  traveled  across  the  rest  of  Iowa 
and  most  of  Nebraska/Kansas  to  Good 
land.  This  day  Dave  took  over  as 
the  relief  driver.  Although  we  did 
not  get  on  the  road  until  mid-morn- 
ing on  Sunday,  our  drive  was  short 
enough  that  we  arrived  in  Colorado 
Springs  by  early  afternoon. 

We  immediately  made  our  way  to 
A.N.A.  Headquarters  on  Cascade  Ave. 
registration  station  for  the  Semin- 
ar, and  enjoyed  a tour  of  the  fa- 
cility, as  this  was  the  first  visit 
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for  all  except  myself.  Eventually 
making  our  way  to  Loomis  Hall,  our 
home  away  from  home  for  the  next  6 
days.  We  immediately  encountered 
another  Wisconsin  arrival,  Larry 
Spanbauer  of  Oshkosh,  recipient  of 
the  NOW  Seminar  Scholarship,  who 
had  just  arrived  by  air. 

The  week  which  followed  was 
both  interesting  and  educational 
for  me,  and  I am  certain  both  of 
our  scholarship  recipients  went 
away  encouraged  and  enlightened. 
I know  Steve  was  busy,  as  we  de- 
parted at  week's  end,  calculating 
how  he  would  be  able  to  attend  on 
his  own  next  year. 

During  the  week  I took  the  op- 
portunity to  view  some  of  the  fine 
sights  within  the  Colorado  Springs 
region  - including  Pikes  Peak  and 
the  spectacular  Royal  Gorge  bridge 
over  the  Arkansas  River  - which  I 
could  do  in  good  conscience  be- 
cause I didn't  have  to  skip  any 
classes.  I also  participated  in 
the  most  enjoyable  Seminar  field 
trip  to  the  Cripple  Creek  and  the 
Victor  gold  mining  districts,  once 
again  quite  active,  although  I 
passed  on  a similar  journey  to  the 
Denver  Mint  which  I had  visited  on 
previous  occasions. 

I believe  two  experiences  from 
the  field  trip  deserve  recall.  The 
first  is  the  purchase  of  a small 
half  ounce  fine  gold  bar  in  the 
Cripple  Creek  Bank  (Quarter  and 
Half  ounce  bars  were  also  offered 
at  a rate  of  $199  per  ounce)  which 
was  produced  from  gold  mined  in 
the  district.  The  other  was  the 
opportunity  to  pour  through  the 
offerings  at  Cripple  Creek's 
"Treasures  and  Trivia" . This  is  a 
very  unique  coin  shop  maintained 
by  Joe  Lukas,  who  many  older  col- 
lectors will  recall  as  one  of  the 
original  "junk"  (exonumia,  foreign 
etc.)  dealers  who  was  a regular  at 
midwest  shows  in  the  1950 's  and 
early  '60's.  Although  seeing  what 
was  there  was  half  the  fun,  I did 
find  a couple  of  nice  items. 


At  Saturday's  closing  Seminar, 
where  the  "Certificate  of  Comple- 
tion" papers  were  given  out  to  the 
100  plus  students  by  A.N.A.  Presi- 
dent Virginia  Culver,  various  mem- 
bers of  the  headquarters  staff  and 
the  seminar  instructors,  I had  the 
opportunity  to  deliver  a commence- 
ment address  of  sorts.  This  oppor- 
tunity was  also  used  as  the  vehicle 
for  bestowing  a 1975  Numismatic 
News  Weekly  "Numismatic  Ambassador 
Award"  upon  Bill  Henderson,  A.N.A. 
Treasurer  and  an  active  participant 
in  the  annual  seminars. 

Before  dispensing  that  award, 
however,  I called  the  groups  atten- 
tion the  role  played  by  the  Numis- 
matists of  Wisconsin  in  the  1975 
Seminar.  Of  the  11  students  at- 
tending on  scholarships,  ten  of 
whom  were  juniors,  two  were  there, 
as  already  noted,  through  the  bene- 
fit of  grants  provided  by  our  state 
organization  from  Fox  Valley  Coin 
Exchange  and  Numismaf est . 

I took  the  opportunity  to  issue 
a challenge  for  those  in  attendance 
to  return  home  with  work  to  gain 
the  underwriting  of  the  regional, 
state  and  local  organizations  with 
which  they  are  associated  to  emu- 
late the  example  of  NOW  in  provid- 
ing 1976  Seminar  Scholarships  to 
deserving  collectors  in  their  area. 
It  was  suggested  that  there  could 
be  no  more  deserving  purpose  for 
unladening  the  treasuries  of  coin 
organizations  throughout  the  U.S.A. 

The  A.N.A.  Seminar  has  grown 
spectacularly  over  the  past  seven 
years.  The  reason  it  has  been  such 
a success,  in  my  opinion,  is  that 
it  provides  a unique  opportunity 
for  collectors  to  learn  more  about 
their  hobby  in  a relaxed  atmosphere 
that  can  not  be  duplicated  else- 
where. The  student  benefits  in 
great  measure  from  both  classroom 
instruction  and  in  off-hours  jam 
sessions,  returning  home  to  broaden 
the  base  of  hobby  understanding 
on  a complete  and  total  nationwide 
basis . 
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Departing  Colorado  Springs  im- 
mediately following  the  seminar 
graduation  session  Saturday  morn- 
ing I dropped  Dave,  Steve,  Kurt 
and  Kathy  off  at  the  Denver  air- 
port to  catch  their  varied  flights 
back  to  Wisconsin.  Then  I had  to 
hike  down  the  road  on  a tight  1200 
mile  if  day  drive  to  the  C.N.A. 
Convention  which  opened  its  three 
day  run  on  July  14,  A Monday.  I 
had  a particular  errand  there,  al- 
so, as  I had  been  asked  to  offer 
some  observations  on  the  state  of 
the  hobby,  and  I chose  as  my  topic 
"Canada  Centennial  Past,  America 
Bicentennial  Present,"  a compari- 
son of  the  respective  official 
Governmental  numismatic  commemor- 
ative programs. 

During  the  appearance  I passed 
among  the  audience  several  exam- 
ples of  the  new  Independence  Hall 
version  of  the  halves  which  had 
been  released  on  July  7,  opening 
day  of  the  seminar.  Two  had  been 
obtained  from  Virginia  Culver,  who 
had  arrived  at  the  sessions  a day 
late  with  a small  supply,  after 
having  participated  in  the  offici- 
al release  ceremonies  held  at  the 
Minneapolis  Federal  Reserve  Bank. 
The  others  were  obtained  from 
banker  Bill  Henderson  during  the 
seminar. 

I can  not  close  this  message 
without  taking  the  time  to  note 
the  passing  of  board  member  Harold 
Prieve,  who  lost  his  long  fight 
for  life  on  May  27.  His  pleasant, 
energetic  presence  will  be  missed 
by  hobbyists  throughout  the  state, 
as  he  was  one  of  the  better  spokes 
men  for  our  avocation.  He  was  an 
active  member  always  working  for 
the  betterment  of  the  family. 

One  year  remains  on  the  board 
ter<n  to  which  Harold  was  elected 
in  1973*  An  appointee  will  be 
named  to  fill  the  vacancy  until 
the  term  ends  with  the  1976  elec- 
tion. The  new  board  member  will 
be  announced  in  the  fall  issue  of 
N . 0 . W.  News .

The  following  is  an  open  letter  to  thank  Fritz  Voecks  of  Fox 
Valley  Coin  Exchange  and  the  members  of  the  Numismatists  of  Wiscon- 
sin for  the  scholarship  issued  to  me  for  the  American  Numusmatic 
Association  Summer  Seminar  held  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado  from 
July  6 through  the  12th  of  1975. 

A trip  to  an  A.N.A.  Seminar  should  be  the  goal  of  each  true 
numismatist.  The  knowledge  and  viewpoints  conveyed  at  a seminar 
such  as  this  is  far  beyond  material  obtainable  from  books.  It 
makes  no  difference  if  you  are  a dealer  or  collector,  age  16  or 
60,  all  members  of  the  A.N.A.  are  treated  with  equal  respect. 

The  A.N.A.  headquarters  are  a remarkable  monument  to  the 
hobby.  Their  library  has  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  numis- 
matic references  anywhere  and  the  display  of  coins,  currency  and 
medals  in  their  museum  would  rate  "best  in  show"  at  any  competition. 

The  organization  is  under  the  direction  of  Edward  Rochette,  a 
very  personable  and  interesting  individual.  He  is  never  too  busy 
to  answer  any  question  you  may  have  and  he  will  make  certain  you 
do  not  leave  until  his  answer  is  fully  understood.  The  entire 
staff  of  this  organization  is  likewise  orientated  to  share  with 
all,  the  knowledge  and  problems  they  have  encountered  in  our 
hobby.  As  I stated  prevously,  all  members  of  the  A.N.A.  are 
looked  upon  with  equal  interest.  This  was  very  evident  one 
evening  when  Virginia  Culver,  A.N.A.  President,  returned  from 
ceremonies  in  Minneapolis  where  the  government  released  the  first 
examples  of  the  Bicentennial  half  dollars.  She  showed  us  examples 
of  the  new  halves  and  engaged  in  a lengthy  conversation  to  the 
delight  of  all  present. 

The  class  in  which  I participated  was  the  course  on  detecting 
counterfeit  coins.  The  instructors  were  Charles  Hoskins  and  Skip 
Fazzari  of  the  A.N.A.C.S.  staff  along  with  Ed  Fleishman  of  Amos 
Press.  Counterfeit  and  altered  coins  were  available  for  us  to 
inspect  under  a microscope  so  that  we  were  able  to  make  comparisons 
with  genuine  material.  Many  coins  have  die  characteristics  common 
to  their  respective  date  which  often  makes  authentif ication  a bit 
easier.  After  seeing  how  the  A.N.A.C.S.  determines  whether  or  not 
a coin  is  genuine,  the  service  which  they  perform  has  to  be  rated 
as  one  of  the  association's  outstanding  accomplishments. 


It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  more  members  of  the  N.O.W.  take  a 
more  active  interst  in  the  A.N.A.  and  the  scholarship  program.  At 
this  years  seminar,  seven  people  represented  N.O.W.  Cliff  Mishler 
and  Dave  Heise  represented  Krause  Publications,  Ken  Bressett  was 
there  from  Western  Publishing  and  Steve  Helms,  Kurt  and  Kathy  Krueger 
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were  also  present  along  with  myself.  The  opportunity  to  participate 
in  the  scholarship  program  should  not  be  overlooked. 

To  help  the  N.O.W.  scholarship  fund  have  additional  funds  for 
future  scholarships,  I will  donate  $2.00  from  the  sale  of  copies  of 
my  book  on  counterfeit  coins  to  N.O.W.  members.  One  dollar  will  be 
donated  in  the  name  of  the  person  purchasing. the  book  and  I will 
match  that  amount.

Youth  is  our  future  and  we  must  show  them 
the  proper  avenue  to  follow.  Young  collectors  should  get  involved 
with  their  local  coin  club  where  they  can  seek  the  advice  of  older 
members  who  have  gained  experience  and  knowledge  in  different  parts 
of  the  hobby.  The  young  collector  should  also  be  an  active  parti- 
cipant in  club  activities.  If  you  like  to  read  or  research  ask  a 
member  of  your  club  to  guide  you  in  arrangeing  a numismatic  display. 
This  is  an  area  which  is  often  neglected  by  young  collectors.  Join 
the  W.Y.N.  and  when  you  see  the  article  about  next  year's  scholar- 
ship program  send  for  an  application. 

This  year,  the  seminar  offered  courses  in  coin  grading,  coin 
photography,  detecting  counterfeit  coins,  early  american  coins,  ancient 
coins  and  medieval  coins.  Taking  one  of  these  courses  will  make  you 
a more  knowledgeable  person.  The  seminar  also  offers  educational  field 
trips.  This  year  we  went  to  Cripple  Creek  and  to  the  Denver  Mint. 
Cripple  Creek  is  an  old  mining  town  in  the  mountains  which  has  a 
most  interesting  historical  background.  While  at  the  mint  we  were 
allowed  to  be  on  the  floor  where  coins  are  produced.  We  were  able 
to  see  the  actual  operations  and  to  stand  next  to  the  machines  used 
in  the  minting  process. 

There  are  many  young  collectors  who  are  very  interested  in  the 
hobby  and  would  like  to  attend  the  seminar  but  can  not  do  so  because 
they  can  not  afford  the  costs.  Because  of  the  efforts  of  W.Y.N., 
a young  numismatist  will  hopefully  be  able  to  attend  the  seminar 
every  year  from  Wisconsin.  This  program  costs  money  and  it  needs 


all  of  your  support.  My  scholarship  was  in  the  amount  of  $400.00, 
which  covered  the  cost  of  the  seminar  and  my  transportation  expenses 
from  my  home  to  the  seminar  and  back  again. 

The  leader  of  the  W.Y.N.  program,  Kurt  Krueger,  wants  to  impound 
$7,000.00  in  a fund  so  that  the  interest  can  annually  be  used  to  send 
a young  collector  to  the  seminar.  The  fund  currently  stands  at  about 
$800.00,  so  you  can  see  that  the  lofty  goal  is  far  from  being  real- 
ized. The  W.Y.N.  needs  the  support  of  the  N.O.W.  member  clubs,  dealers 
and  collectors  from  all  over  the  state.  If  you  have  an  interest  in 
the  hobby  and  want  to  see  it  grow  in  strength  in  the  comeing  years, 
please  help  by  supporting  W.Y.N.  The  money  you  send  will  be  used 
to  help  young  collectors  attend  the  A.N.A.  Summer  Seminar.  The 
benefits  are  well  worth  the  consideration.  If  you  know  of  or  are 
a young  collector  who  has  sincere  interests  in  the  hobby,  consider 
this  avenue.
